Agricultural Board Holds 
First Meeting of 1950 


MORINVILLE. - 


The first meeting of the year by the 


Morinville Agriculture Service Board was held in the council 


chambers last April 11. 


A highlight of the meeting was the 


statement by the board of its 1950 programs, 


Included in the programs the 
board will foster is the implemen- 
tation of a tree plan in the dis- 
trict, the free supply of gopher 
poison to resident ratepayers, con 
tinuation of vaccination for Bang’s 
Disease and attempted eradication 
of the Warble Fly 

Excerpts from the board's min- 
utes follow: 

FORAGE CROP SEED 

Question of the financing of any 
carry-over of forage crop seed was 
These 


seeds are being handled by the 


taken up by the board 


Morinville Municipal Seed Clean- 
ing Co-operative Limited for the 
Alberta Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion. The said association is pre- 
pared to take any seeds that may 
be on hand as at May 1 

It was felt that some farmers 
did not purchase their seed re- 
quirements until some time = in 
June and as forage crop seeds are 
scarce, it would perhaps be neces- 
sary to hold some on hand 

The board advised that the 
directors of the seed plant were to 
hold a meeting this evening and 
that J. Schafers would bring the 
matter up at this meeting for their 
decision in this regard 


WATER SYSTEMS ON FARMS 

E. Prodor ‘called on the board in 
regard to the installation of water 
systems on farms and was invited 
by the board to speak on this sub- 
ject He stated that he cost of 
this work was about 50 cents per 
foot of excavation from six to 10 
feet of depth. 

He advised that in rural areas 
it may be necessary to have mov- 
ing charges, depending on the dis- 
tance to be travelled between jobs 
He also advised the board that 
they averaged about 220 feet of 
digging per day, that the price for 
digging and laying the pipes and

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No Place In Canada 
Like Churchill, Manitoba 


By JACK BIRD 
Note—This is the second to last in a series of articles on 
Canada’s new north, by Mr. Bird, who has recently returned 
from an extensive trip into the sub-Arctic. 


Churchill has grown a little in 
the past four years. In 1946 there 
had been only one store—-the Hud- 
son Boy Post. Today there are 
four stores, two restaurants, two 
hotels, a picture show, and a few 
more houses and shacks, The sum- 
mer population (not counting the 
military- is around 500. One can- 
not buy land in Churchill, only rent 
it. 

My first trip to The Pas was, 
to me, like a breath of the old days 
come back, for I stood on the 
banks of the Saskatchewan River, 
and with my back to the town, 
looked across to the Swampy Crec 
Indian Reserve. Before me lay a 
few scattered unpainted buildings, 
mostly of logs, with a mud pack

breeds, and the few whites are 
trappers and _ prospectors And 
they talked shop, those whites, for 
most of the 510 miles the train trip 
lasted 

It surprised me how many men 
in our two coaches carried speci- 
mens of ore-bearing rocks with 
them All these prospectors had 
magnifying glasses, tied. often as 
not, by a string around their neck 
And as the specimens were passed 
around for inspection and com- 
ment, the men would whip out their 
little their 
rocks as minutely as a jeweller. 


glasses and examine 
Although there are few towns 
along this route, there are any 
number of stations, and our train 
of over thirty freight cars would 
stop at all these places and unload 
something canaes, toboggans, food 
supplies, or what have you. And 
every time we stopped, from ten to 
about twenty Indians would climb 
aboard and take a seat. You gath- 
ered at first that they must be 
going somewhere, but when the 
train would start they would all 
pile off, laughing and giggling 
like so many children. To them it 
was obviously an experience to 
talk about, this meeting the train 
and sitting in a seat for twenty to 
sixty or more minutes. Then, too, 
they usually improved the occasion 
by buying ice cream, candy, and 
fruit from the news agent, for it

HUDSON BAY RAILROAD 

This Hudson Bay Railroad be- 
gan at The Pas in 1911, and did not 
reach Churchill until 1929. One of 
the first things you notice when 
you travel over this road is that 
more than half the telegraph poles 
are ripoded. Instead of the usual 
one pole, they have three poles, 
spread far apart at the base and 
crossed at the top.
